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Campustown:  Will  It  Ever  Be  Finished? 


One  tradition  that  Bradley  Uni- 
versity has  always  upheld  has 
)een  improvement.  Not  only  in 
he  sense  of  academics,  but  also 
n  the  sense  of  the  appearance  of 
he  campus  area.  The  past  few 
^ears  have  seen  the  continuing 
construction  of  the  Campustown 
xoject.  When  completed,  Cam- 
Dustown  will  include  Thompson's 
-cod  Basket,  SuperX  Drug,  and 
Blockbuster  Video  and  various 
Dther  stores,  will  help  meet  the 
DBSic  needs  of  Bradley's  stu- 
dents. Everyone  agreed  that  the 
ocation  of  Campustown  would 
make  it  much  easier  to  get  the 
bare  necessities,  instead  of  hav- 
ing to  drive  out  of  the  way.  Stu- 
dent Vince  Murray  had  his  own 
[Opinion  about  Campustown,  "I 
think  Campustown  should  have  a 


bar  so  driving  while  drinking  will 
be  reduced  because  it  would  be 
in  walking  distance.  I  think  there 
should  be  a  twenty-four  hour  cof- 
fee shop  too  because  Fast  Break 
doesn't  stay  open  all  weekend 
and  the  Student  Center  closes  at 
midnight."  The  three  main  stores 
were  supposed  to  have  been  fin- 
ished by  March  1,  1991,  however 
only  Blockbuster  Video  opened 
as  scheduled. 

Driving  to  campus  this  fall  was 
confusing  for  many  students, 
parents,  and  visitors.  Detours 
took  cars  down  Main  Street  or 
over  to  Bourland  Avenue  and 
around  SAC  while  the  intersec- 
tion of  Main  Street  and  University 
Avenue  was  widened  and  the 
University  Street  S-curve  was  un- 
der construction.  After  complet- 


ing those  two  projects  during 
Thanksgiving  break,  street  lights 
and  traffic  signals  were  installed. 
Another  benefit  of  Campustown 
was  Bradley  University's  new  en- 
tranceway.  Visitors  will  now  be 
directed  to  follow  University  S- 
curve  to  St.  James  Street,  where 
a  large  Bradley  University  sign 
will  be  located,  compared  to  the 
old  entrance  at  University  and  St. 
James,  that  was  not  very  visible. 

Although  there  was  much  con- 
fusion and  frustration  for  many 
students,  the  finished  Campus- 
town will  be  a  great  help  for  stu- 
dents in  the  future,  as  Bradley 
continues  it's  tradition  of 
improvement.

Housing  Crunch  Causes  Problem 


This  year,  Bradley  continued 
with  last  year's  new  tradition  of 
enrolling  a  large  "new  student 
class."  While  this  year's  "new 
class  enrollment  was  down  about 
20  students  with  the  construction 
of  Lovelace  hall,  students  had  to 
find  elsewhere  to  live. 

In  the  beginning,  Bradley 
thought  of  housing  students  in 
motel  apartments,  however,  this 


idea  was  rejected  because  of  the 
expense.  Another  option  was  to 
house  students  in  apartments  on 
Moss  Avenue.  This  too  was  re- 
jected, this  time  because  area 
homeowners  were  upset. 

The  final  solution  was  building 
three  mini  dorms,  two  of  which 
house  Pi  Kappa  Phi,  Delta  Tau 
Delta,  and  a  temporary  dorm- 
Becker  Hall.  It  may  appear  that

Becker  Hall  destroyed  parking 
places,  however,  enough  were 
added  behind  the  mini  dorms  to 
alleviate  the  loss. 

While  Bradley  will  eventually 
get  back  to  being  able  to  house 
all  the  students  in  the  permanent 
residence  halls,  the  next  few 
years  will  require  temporary 
housing,  such  as  Becker  Hall.

For  some  students  at  Bradley 
University,  living  off  cannpus  was 
a  blessing.  Traditionally,  older 
students  found  that  living  off 
campus  was  much  better  than 
the  dorms.  Students  found  their 
humble  abodes  in  houses,  apart- 
ments, and  sorority/fraternity 
houses. 

Most  agreed  that  the  benefits 
definitely  outweighed  the  draw- 
backs. Food  service  seemed  to 
be  a  key  reason  for  leaving  the 
dorms  for  some  students.  For 
others,  financial  reasons  made 
them  move  out  on  their  own. 
Most  places  were  found  to  be 
less  expensive  than  the  dorms 
and  for  those  that  weren't  other 
advantages  helped  make  their  fi- 
nal decision.  "Younger  students 
shouldn't  be  in  such  a  rush  to  get 


out  of  the  dorms,  but  should  go 
through  the  experience  of  living 
in  the  dorms  and  wait  until 
they're  older  to  move  off  cam- 
pus," quoted  Alice  Raidl.  Living 
in  the  Student  Apartment  Com- 
munity, or  SAC,  provided  the  se- 
curity and  maintenance  that  resi- 
dence halls  provided  without 
dorm  food,  R.A.s  and  communal 
rest  rooms.  Being  located  close 
to  campus,  many  students  living 
in  sorority/fraternity  houses 
agreed  that  living  with  all  their 
friends  brought  them  closer  and 
made  them  more  involved  with 
their  chapter. 

Disadvantages  of  living  off 
campus  included  everything  from 
being  farther  from  campus  to 
having  to  pay  for  local  calls.  For 
those  living  in  an  apartment  or 


house,  keeping  lawns  clean  ai 
shoveling  in  the  winter  was  a  ha 
sle.  Even  though  it  sometimi 
seemed  that  there  was  no  end 
leaky  faucets  because  of  tl 
slow  maintenance  men,  mai 
students  who  live  off  campus  f 
one  year  will  never  return  to  car 
pus  dorms. 

In  years  to  follow  1990-9 
many  students  will  continue  tl 
tradition  of  living  off  campus 
get  a  little  taste  of  the  "re 
world"  to  come.

Family  On  Campus  Makes  Adjusting  Easier

ents was  to  have  their  children 
attend  the  same  university  that 
they  themselves  graduated 
from.

Everyone  says  that  college  is 
he  first  time  you  are  free  and 
ndependent.  You  have  no  ties, 
and  you  can  make  your  own  de- 
cisions about  how  you  spend 
^our  time.  For  many  students, 
:hose  statements  were  lies.  There 
/vas  a  figure  in  the  average  col- 
ege  students  life  that  was  more 
controlling  than  the  back  of  a 
Darent's  hand  or  the  roar  of  a 
orofessor's  voice.

it  back  during  the  evening. 

First  semester  resulted  in  a 
large  increase  of  under  age  drink- 
ers at  the  popular  college  bars, 
including  The  Lucky  Lady,  Jim- 
my's, and  Sully's.  The  Peoria  po- 
lice counteracted  this  occurrence 
second  semester  by  having  uni- 
formed officers  making  periodic 
checks  at  local  taverns.  Students 
that  didn't  have  id's  to  get  into 
the  bars  opted  for  off  campus 
parties,  movies  or  just  staying 
home  for  the  night.  Because  the 


original  purpose  of  reducing  li- 
ability was  successful,  Bradley's 
I.F.C.  was  allowed  to  let  live 
bands  play  at  fraternity  houses 
for  the  first  time  since  1986.  This 
made  the  B.Y.O.B.  policy  more 
acceptable  to  students  and  start- 
ed to  bring  student  life  at  the 
bars,  back  to  campus.  While 
some  students  thought  the 
B.Y.O.B.  policy  wouldn't  last,  this 
year  proved  that  it  would  be  a 
new  tradition  at  Bradley.

Many  incoming  freshmen, 
transfers,  and  returning  students 
partook  in  the  Bradley  tradition 
of  joining  sororities  and  fraterni- 
ties this  year.  For  some,  this 
meant  arriving  on  campus  early 
to  prepare  for  "Taking  a  Walk  on 
the  Greek  Side,"  sponsored  by 
the  Interfraternity  Council  and 
The  Panhellenic  Council. 
Throughout  the  week  of  August 
26  -  September  1,  female  rush- 
ees  heard  songs  and  saw  dances 
and  skits  about  friendship  and 
sisterhood.  Male  rushees  on  the 
other  hand,  heard  chants  of 
brotherhood.  By  the  end  of  each 
above  90  degree  humid  day, 
rushees  returned  home,  hot,  tired 
and  sick  of  talking.  However,  the 
rushers'  day  didn't  end  there,  the 
rest  of  the  evening  was  spent 
making  selections  for  who  was  to 
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return  the  next  day.  This  year's 
quota  of  33  pledges/sorority  was 
lower  than  last  years  40.  The  idea 
behind  the  reduction  was  to  bal- 
ance enrollment  in  each  house. 
Forty-two  percent  of  the  women 
originally  signed  up  for  I.F.C. 
/Panhel  Rush  and  seventy  per- 
cent of  the  men  formally  pledged 
and  participated  in  Bradley's  tra- 
dition of  Calling  Out. 

Shortly  after  I.  F.C.  /  Panhel 
rush  was  over,  students  started 
attending  the  annual  teas/s- 
mokers of  the  sororities  and  fra- 
ternities belonging  to  the  United 
Black  Panhellenic  Council.  These 
are  informational  meetings  for  all 
interested  persons.  They  mainly 
consist  of  getting  to  know  each 
other,  sorority/fraternity  back- 
ground, and  qualifications  for 
joining.  All  qualified  persons  are 


asked  to  stay  after  the  teas/s-i 
mokers.  The  prospective  mem- 
bers are  then  given  an  applica- 
tion to  fill  out.  After  returning  the 
application,  an  interviewing  pro- 
cess begins.  If  the  applicant  is 
accepted  by  the  chapter,  the  in- 
formation goes  on  to  Nationa 
Headquarters  and  the  final  deci- 
sion is  made. 

The  process  ends  when  the 
prospective  member  is  allowec 
to  begin  the  Membership  Intake 
Program,  similar  to  the  pledge 
period  of  I. F.C. /Panhel  houses.

The  Student  Activities  Office, 
more  commonly  referred  to  as 
SAO,  worked  closely  with  stu- 
dents and  served  as  an  advocate 
for  various  Bradley  University  or- 
ganizations. 

SAO  was  the  starting  place 
for  all-campus  events,  student 
organizations,  and  many  other 
opportunities  available  to  Bradley 
students.  Any  organization 
wishing  to  sponsor  an  event,  ad- 
vertise a  meeting,  or  hold  a  fund- 
raiser had  to  go  through  SAO. 
SAO  was  responsible  for  ap- 
proving posters,  reserving  rooms, 
and  authorizing  fund-raisers. 

The  student-run  organizations 
housed  in  Sisson  Hall  were  also 
under  SAO  supervision.  The 
Information  Area,  an  SAO  exten- 
sion, checked  out  office  keys  for 
members  of  the  organizations.  If 
any  problems  occurred,  SAO  was 
always  there  to  help  in  any  way 
they  could.  Peggy  Sassarossi, 
Director  of  Student  Activities,  felt 
that  the  Student  Activities  Office 
is  a  support  service  on  campus 
which  helps  students  develop 
management  and  communication 
skills  and  interpersonal  relations. 

The  Learning  Center,  located 


in  Sisson  Hall  was  another  ser- 
vice offered  by  the  Student  Ac- 
tivities Office.  TLC  was  available 
to  all  organizations  and  individu- 
als on  campus.  It  offered  pro- 
gramming materials,  promotional 
resources,  Manintosh  computers, 
and  a  meeting  room  available  for 
conferences  or  other  workshops. 
The  Learning  Center  was  another 
way  SAO  reached  out  to  the  Bra- 
dley campus. 

SABRC,  or  the  Student  Activ- 
ity Budget  Review  Committee, 
was  also  a  responsibility  of  SAO. 
This  committee  designated  where 
and  how  student  activity  money 
was  to  be  distributed  among  the 
organizations  on  campus. 

SAO  has  helped  to  produce 
programs  and  events  that  ben- 
efited the  campus  community.  It 
was  very  helpful  to  students  in 
that  it  allowed  them  leadership 
positions,  membership  in  groups 
and  participation  in  campus  pro- 
grams. SAO  stood  behind  stu- 
dent leadership  and  campus  or- 
ganizations. Their  motto,  "Service 
that  matters,  by  people  who  care" 
was  exemplified  by  all  they  did.

The  Scout,  the  Anaga,  WRBU, 
the  Black  Awareness  magazine, 
and  Broadside  were  all  organiza- 
tions which  met  their  individual 
needs  and  goals  on  their  own,  yet 
found  the  time  to  convene  each 
month  to  improve  the  way  their 
organizations  were  run  and  the 
type  of  communication  they  sent 
out  to  the  campus.  This  regular 
meeting  of  the  students,  faculty, 
and  staff  involved  in  each  of  the 
organizations  was  called  The 
Communications  Council.  Al- 
though the  council  made  no  spe- 
cific attempts  to  influence  what 
each  organization  published,  it 
offered  help  in  many  other  ways. 
It  could  be  considered  more  of  a 
governing  body  that  oversaw  the 
staffs  and  any  expenditures  made 
and  also  contributed  to  lending 
support  when  needed. 

A  good  example  of  this  was 
their  help  with  the  year  old  Black 
Awareness  Magazine.  According 
to  BAM  editor  Regina  Jannah,  the 
Communications  Council  helped 
them  get  their  magazine  off  the 
ground  and  often  offered  con- 
structive criticism  to  help  improve 
and  re-evaluate  the  magazine. 
The  focus  of  BAM  in  1 991  was  to 
make  the  campus  more  aware  of 
the  black  populous  at  Bradley. 
Changes  in  their  program  in- 
cluded, an  editorial  section  instead 
of  the  usual  personals  section  and 
the  addition  of  more  essays  to  try 
to  achieve  a  more  professional 
and  intellectual  magazine. 

The  focus  of  the  established 
campus  newspaper,  the  Scout, 
continued  to  be  to  inform  the 
campus,  in  atimely  manner,  about 
the  issues  and  events  that  pertain 
to  Bradley  as  a  whole.  Lynda 
Schmitz,  Scout  editor,  said  that 
the  biggest  and  most  welcome 


change  in  their  organization  this 
year  was  the  addition  of  new 
Macintosh  computers  and  Laser 
printers.  She  said  they  have  also 
tried  to  make  a  change  in  the 
number  of  issues  covered  ,  and 
hoped  that  the  campus  noticed 
the  increase. 

Broadside  continued  to  en- 
hance the  publications  offered  to 
the  campus  with  its  biannual  lit- 
erary arts  journal.  The  journal 
gave  students  the  chance  to 
submit  their  literature  and  artwork 
which  reflected  the  broad  views  of 
the  campus  and  what  students 
today  are  feeling.  Broadside 
worked  at  improving  the  overall 
professionalism  of  the  journal. 

One  of  the  goals  of  WRBU  was 
also  to  improve  upon  their  pro- 
fessionalism in  hopes  of  someday 
being  a  serious  competitor  among 
the  popular  local  stations.  They 
felt  that  the  idea  of  their  alternative 
listening  station  grew  in  popular- 
ity and  are  encouraged  for  future 
results.  The  biggest  change  they 
saw  this  year  was  in  the  area  of 
personnel.  WRBU  was  "beginning 
to  sprout,"  said  WRBU  D.J.,  Troy 
Jones,  and  hopes  that  the  trend 
will  continue. 

The  Anaga's  focus  this  year, 
according  to  co-editor  Cynthia 
Gygax,  was  to  increase  produc- 
tion, especially  in  the  number  of 
students  in  pictures  with  the  hopes 
that  sales  would  increase.  An 
effort  was  also  made  to  coordinate 
yearbook  responsibilities  into  the 
new  computer  system,  which 
Cynthiaadded  "would  make  things 
much  easier  and  actually  cut 
costs."  The  Anaga  looks  forward 
to  a  smoother  run  organization  in 
the  future  with  a  new  constitution 
in  the  works.

The  Student  Aides  began  as 
an  organization  at  Bradley  Uni- 
versity in  1 967,  when  they  helped 
students  choose  classes.  Since 
then,  the  program  has  grown  to 
involve  many  areas  of  student  life. 
Not  only  were  the  Student  Aides 
very  active  in  the  lives  of  the  stu- 
dents during  the  summer  orien- 
tation sessions  but  also  during 
the  school  year.  Their  jobs  and 
expertise  were  always  in  demand. 

The  main  activity  in  which  the 
Student  Aides  were  involved  was 
the  summer  orientation  for  new 
students  and  their  parents.  Dur- 
ing the  months  of  June,  July,  and 
August,  the  attention  of  the  Stu- 
dent Aides  was  focused  com- 
pletely on  the  new,  incoming 
Freshmen.  Their  day  began  at 
7:30  a.m.  with  breakfast  and  then 
they  stayed  with  the  students  until 
about  midnight  or  1  a.m.  the  next 
morning.  During  the  three  day 
session,  the  Student  Aides  guided 
the  freshmen  in  their  scheduling, 
planned  all  of  their  social  events, 
and  made  themselves  available 
to  answer  any  questions  the 
freshmen  may  have  had.  The 
Student  Aides  were  always 
available  since  they  lived  in  the 
dorms  with  the  new  students  dur- 


ing their  sessions.  They  were 
also  a  big  part  of  the  parents  ac- 
tivities for  the  sessions.  They 
answered  a  lot  of  questions  the 
parents  had  by  putting  on  skits 
about  what  normal  college  life 
would  be  like.  The  skits  were 
humorous  but  also  very  informa- 
tive and  in  some  ways  reassuring. 

Student  Aides  were  a  very 
important  part  of  the  incoming 
students  and  their  parents  lives. 
They  were  a  close  group  of  stu- 
dents who  cared  about  how  the 
new  freshmen  adjusted  to  the  new 
school  year.  Allison  Sweeney,  a 
senior  who  has  been  a  Student 
Aide  since  her  Freshmen  year, 
said,  "It  has  been  a  rewarding 
experience  and  has  helped  me 
prepare  for  my  future  career.  The 
programs  we  all  put  together  for 
the  students  really  will  help  me 
execute  future  programs  much 
easier.  The  best  part  of  it  all, 
though,  has  been  the  friends  I 
have  made  and  the  people  I  have 
met." 

The  Student  Aides  put  a  lot  of 
hard  work  into  their  jobs  and  the 
work  definitely  paid  off.  They 
showed  how  wonderful  the  col- 
lege experience  really  could  be.

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Home  Away  From  Home 


Students  at  Bradley  Univer- 
sity felt  there  were  few  thiings  that 
they  could  not  do  on  their  own.  As 
soon  as  the  dorm  room  was  taken 
over  with  personal  belongings  and 
classes  were  in  session,  so  came 
the  attitude  that  they  knew  what 
was  bestfortheirown  lives  and  no 
one  needed  to  tell  them  what  to 
do.  Theirparentshadtaughtthem 
everything  thatthey  possibly  could 
in  their  lifetime  and  now  hoped 
that  they  could  survive  at  school 
alone.  But  there  were  some  un- 
expected things  that  happened 
that  Bradley  students  did  not 
necessarily  have  the  answers  to. 
What  did  a  student  do  when  the 
people  on  his/herfloorwere  being 
too  loud  and  they  had  a  big  test  in 
the  morning?  How  did  (s)he  feel 
when  no  one  respected  his/her 
privacy  and  felt  that  (s)he  could 
do  whatever  (s)he  wanted,  when 
(s)he  wanted?  Whatdid  (s)hedo 
when  no  one  on  the  floor  cleaned 
up  after  themselves  or  returned 
things  that  belonged  on  the  floor? 
It  did  not  work  if  (s)he  took  matters 
into  their  own  hands.  That  is 
where  the  Resident  Advisor  of  the 
floor  stepped  in. 

The  Resident  Advisors,  RAs 
for  short,  lived  on  the  floor  to  make 
sure  that  everything  ran  smoothly 
and  went  according  to  plan.  RAs 
enforced  quiet  hours,  made  sure 
that  everyone  respected  each 
others  privacy,  and  enforced  the 
fact  that  everyone  needed  to  clean 
up  after  themselves  and  return 
the  things  that  belonged  on  the 


floor.  RAs  also  held  floor  meet- 
ings where  the  residents  met  to 
discuss  problems  and  concerns 
or  planned  social  functions. 

Even  though  college  life  was 
much  more  carefree  and  inde- 
pendent than  life  at  home,  most 
students  felt  that  the  transition 
became  much  easier  when  the 
residence  hall  reminded  them 
somewhat  of  home.  Resident 
Advisors  were  not  only  there  to 
enforce  the  rules  of  the  floor  but 
they  were  also  there  to  make  sure 
that  everyone  was  adjusting  to 
college  life.  A  Resident  Advisor 
was  just  what  their  name  implied. 
They  were  there  for  you  as  a  friend 
and  as  an  advisor.  It  did  not 
matter  if  you  had  a  personal 
problem  or  you  just  had  aquestion 
about  a  class  you  were  taking,  an 
RA  was  there  in  order  to  help  you. 
They  did  their  best  to  make 
themselves  available  to  the  stu- 
dents at  all  times  and  if  they  did 
have  to  leave  the  floor  for  one 
reason  of  another  they  always 
made  sure  that  the  students  had 
someone  else  to  contact  if  there 
was  a  problem.

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Powerful  Apathy 


What  met  every  Sunday  night 
at  10PM?  Had  approximately 
2,800  members?  And  was  the 
most  powerful,  but  most  under- 
used organization  in  the  residence 
halls?  Answer:  The  Residence 
Hall  Council.  Generally  made  up 
of  four  to  five  elected  officers,  this 
organization  could  be  found  in 
every  Hall  on  Bradley's  campus. 
Every  person  living  in  the  hall  was 
an  automatic  member,  but  most 
did  not  use  it.  Shawn  Emery, 
Harper/Wyckoff's  Spring  Semes- 
ter president  said  that,  "Apathy  is 
a  problem  because  most  indi- 
viduals do  not  know  how  to  use 
their  Council.  They  don't  realize 
that  it  is  the  place  that  they  can 
take theircomplaints  and  requests 
about  almost  anything  concerning 
the  Hall." 

Hall  councils  became  more 
important  in  the  1990-1991  school 
year  when  Bradley  went  to  a 
B.Y.O.B.  policy.  Alternative  pro- 
grams were  needed  in  every  hall 
to  provide  nonalcoholic  activities 
for  residents.  University  and  Heitz 
Hall  councils  tended  to  have  strong 
participation  with  that  type  of 
programming.  Much  of  this 
seemed  to  do  with  the  larger 
amount  of  freshmen  inthese  Halls. 
As  Mike  Dawgird  explained,  "In 
other  halls  you  have  a  wide  vari- 
ety of  needs.  Here  in  U-Hall,  most 
people  are  in  the  same  age  and 
can  agree  more  easily  on  the 
needs  of  the  residents  and  of  the 
Hall."  Dawgird  also  suggested 
that  having  supportive  resident 


hall  staff  and  advisors  helped.  But 
that  did  not  mean  that  the  Halls 
that  were  predominately  upper- 
classmen  weren't  doing  anything. 
Karen  Long,  Harper/Wyckoff  Fall 
Semester  President  said  that  she 
was  most  proud  of  the  H/W  Hall 
Council  3-on-3  basketball  tour- 
nament. Called  the  B.U.'sMacker 
it  hosted  15  teams  and  provided 
the  winners  with  contest  designed 
T-shirts.  Harper/Wyckoff  also 
adopted  a  child  from  a  third  world 
country  during  the  Holidays  and 
for  ayear  paid  for  his  food,  clothing 
and  education. 

But  what  else  did  hall  councils 
do?  Well  for  one  thing  they  could 
add  or  subtract  soda  and  ice  ma- 
chines and  drinking  fountains  and 
sinks  from  floors.  They  provided 
study  breaks  with  food  and  music, 
added  games,  VCR's  vacuums 
and  sports  equipment  to  the  offices 
for  check  out.  They  improved  and 
repaired  the  general  maintenance 
of  the  building  and  even  provided 
formals,  sports  tournaments  and 
did  community  service.  The  pos- 
sibilities of  what  a  hall  council 
could  do  were  virtually  limitless. 
Money  came  from  the  activities 
fee  each  student  was  required  to 
pay  and  could  equal  a  sizable 
amount  of  money.  "It  is  amazing," 
Emery  contiued,  "that  apathy  ex- 
ists. Most  Councils  have  at  least 
several  hundred  dollars  in  their 
funds,  yet  few  speak  up  when  we 
hold  brainstorming  sessions."

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It's  All  Greek  At  Bradley 


When  asked  what  the  Greek 
system  means  at  Bradley  Uni- 
versity, most  students  would  in- 
clude in  their  responses  refer- 
ences to  Rush,  Greek  Week,  and 
Derby  Days.  However,  these  were 
all  characteristics  of  the  pre- 
dominantly white  Greek  system, 
governed  by  the  Interfraternity 
Council  and  the  Panhellenic 
Council.  UBPC  is  a  group  of 
students  which  represents  all  of 
the  black  and  minority  fraternities 
and  sororities  at  Bradley. 

UBPC  is  not  restricted  to  Bra- 
dley University.  It  is  a  national 
organization,  found  on  the  cam- 
puses of  various  colleges  and 
universities  across  the  country. 
The  members  of  the  United  Black 
Panhellenic  Council  at  Bradley 
represented  each  of  four  fraterni- 
ties, Alpha  Phi  Alpha,  Kappa  Al- 
pha Psi,  Omega  Psi  Phi,  and  Phi 
Beta  Sigma.  Four  sororities  were 
also  represented,  Alpha  Kappa 
Alpha,  Delta  Sigma  Theta,  Sigma 
Gamma  Rho,  and  Zeta  Phi  Beta. 
Offices  held  during  the  1990-91 
academic  year  included  President 
James  Fitzpatrick,  Vice  President 
Sharon  Jones,  Secretary  Pamela 
Moss,  and  Tresurer  Alicia  Boone, 
in  addition  to  a  social  chairperson 
and  a  budget  chairperson.  A 
meeting  of  the  council  was  held 
weekly  and  at  least  one  member 
of  each  subscribing  fraternity  or 
sorority  attended.  The  purpose  of 
the  meetings  was  ".  .  .to  discuss 
minority  issues  and  plan  social 
events,"  according  to  Charlotte 
Taylor,  Zeta  Phi  Beta  member 
and  former  UBPC  secretary. 

Membership  in  the  minority 
fraternities  of  sororities  was 
achieved  not  by  pledging,  which 
was  eliminated  after  a  unanimous 
decision  by  the  8  organizations 
involved,  but  by  participating  in 
the  Membership  Intake  Process. 


Rather  than  a  rigorous  week  of 
travelling  from  house  to  house  as 
with  Rush,  the  process  began  with 
an  informational  meeting.  The 
sororities  then  held  "teas,"  and 
the  fraternities  held  "smokers,"  for 
the  prospective  members.  Then, 
after  a  period  of  "getting  to  know" 
the  possible  new  members,  the 
organizations  accepted  those 
students  with  a  sincere  interest  in 
membership  and  who  truly  rep- 
resented the  standards  of  the 
group. 

Major  social  events  sponsored 
by  UBPC  were  the  Greek  Olym- 
pics and  the  Battle  of  the  DJs. 
Greek  Olympics  was  comparable 
to  Greek  Week  but  on  a  smaller 
scale.  The  winners  of  the  Olym- 
pics were  Sigma  Gamma  Rho  and 
Alpha  Phi  Alpha.  The  Battle  of  the 
DJs  was  a  party  held  at  the  Garrett 
Center  which  featured  minority 
DJs  from  Bradley. 

Another  important  event 
sponsored  by  UBPC  was  the  an- 
nual scholarship  banquet.  The 
1 991  banquet  was  the  third  of  its 
kind  at  Bradley.  The  scholarship 
in  the  amount  of  $250  was  tradi- 
tionally awarded  to  a  minority 
student  who  must  also  be  a  non- 
member  of  UBPC.  The  recipient 
was  Macy  Garvin,  afreshmanAEP 
student.  > 

As  for  the  future  of  UBPC  on 
Bradley's  campus,  its  subscribing 
organizations  hope  that  the 
council  will ". .  .continue  to  grow  in 
membership  ,  recognition  and  in- 
fluence," according  to  James 
Fitzpatrick,  President  of  UBPC. 
Perhaps  even  more  encouraging 
is  the  possibility  of  combining  both 
UBPC  and  the  IFC-Panhell  coun- 
cil to  form  one  united  Greek  sys- 
tem.

Rush  was  a  very  positive  ex- 
perience for  ail  of  the  sororities 
this  year.  It  was  a  fun-filled  and 
challenging  week  for  all  of  the 
girls  whether  they  were  perform- 
ing fortheir  house  orgoing  through 
the  Rush  activities  each  day.  For 
one  of  the  sororities,  Rush  was  a 
very  special  event.  Zeta  Tau  Al- 
pha was  starting  off  this  year 
completely  new  and  they  proved 
to  many  girls  that  they  had  a  lot  to 
offer.  The  house  was  beautiful 
and  the  girls  were  very  enthusi- 
astic and  friendly.  Zeta  was  very 
interested  in  pledging  in  as  many 
girls  as  possible.

The 
girls  decided  to  affiliate  with  Zeta 
Tau  Alpha.  Some  girls  decided 


not  to  affiliate  with  the  new  house, 
either  because  they  were  gradu- 
ating or  they  felt  it  was  a  decision 
they  did  not  want  to  make. 

In  order  for  Zeta  to  go  national 
they  needed  to  have  ninety  eight 
girls  in  their  house.  As  of  the 
spring  semester,  Zeta  had  seventy 
four  members  in  their  house.  In 
order  to  make  up  for  the  loss,  Zeta 
held  a  spring  rush.  It  was  more 
informal  than  the  fall  Rush  week. 
Zeta  was  very  interested  in  add- 
ing more  girls  to  their  growing 
house. 

About  thirty  girls  went  through 
spring  Rush  and  fifteen  girls 
pledged  Zeta.  Marcia  Davidson, 
a  new  spring  pledge,  said,  "I  really 
enjoyed  Rush.

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Greeks  Give  Their  All 


The  thought  of  a  sorority  or 
fraternity  often  brought  thoughts 
of  parties,  exchanges,  and 
formals.  Greek  life  is  often  syn- 
onymous with  fun  and  good  times 
but  that  is  not  all  that  is  associated 
with  being  Greek.  The  Greeks  at 
Bradley  University  were  very  ac- 
tive in  philanthropies  and  charity 
work.  Most  houses  had  an  annual 
philanthropy  or  one  that  was  car- 
ried out  nationally  amongst  their 
fraternity  or  sorority.  Proceeds 
usually  went  to  charities  or  foun- 
dations in  the  Peoria  area. 

Philathropies  were  a  good  way 
for  the  Greek  system  to  get  in- 
volved with  helping  out  society. 
Not  only  did  it  benefit  the  organi- 
zation, but  the  fraternity  or  soror- 
ity also.  Kevin  Rubash,  former 
philanthropy  chairman  for  Delta 
Upsilon,  agreed,  "Not  only  are  our 
philathropies  beneficial  to  the 
community,  but  they  are  fun  for 
the  guys  in  the  house  too!"  One  of 
Delta  Upsilon's  annual  philan- 
thropies is  "Jump  for  St.  Jude."  It 
consisted  of  a  trampoline  mara- 
thorv^to  raise  money  for  St.  Jude. 

Sororities  and  fraternities 
sometimes  chose  to  make  a  joint 
effort  when  raising  money  for  a 
needy  cause.  In  1991  Sigma  Delta 
Tau  co-sponsored  Theta  Chi's 
"Queen  of  Hearts."  For  the  past 
ten  years  Theta  Chi,  along  with  a 
different  sorority,  sponsors  this 
philanthropy.  In  1991  they  raised 
$1000  for  the  American  Heart 
Association. 

Sigma  Delta  Tau  also  spon- 
sored their  own  annual  philan- 
thropy known  as  "Sig  Delt  Dude." 
The  1990-1991  "Sig  Delt  Dude" 
chairperson.  Amy  Bamburger, 
stated  "it  started  here  at  Bradley 


about  5  or  6  years  ago  and  now 
other  chapters  across  the  nation 
are  making  it  a  tradition."  The 
male  beauty  contest  raised  $3000 
for  the  National  Committee  for 
Prevention  of  Child  Abuse,  which 
was  Sigma  Delta  Tau's  national 
philanthropy. 

Some  philanthropies  contin- 
ued throughout  the  year  instead 
of  culminating  with  one  event. 
Delta  Sigma  Theta  had  "a  strong 
commitment  to  their  philanthro- 
pies", according  to  member, 
Connie  Johnson.  Their  "Delt 
Teen"  philanthropy  was  set  up  to 
offer  support  to  teenage  girls,  most 
who  were  from  the  local  projects 
in  Peoria.  Delta  Sigma  Theta 
meet  once  each  month  with  the 
girls  to  present  programs  on  top- 
ics such  as  self-esteem,  etiquette, 
and  birth  control.  Delta  Sigma 
Theta  held  fund-raisers,  such  as 
bake  sales,  to  raise  money  forthis 
and  other  philanthropies. 

Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  worked 
with  the  Peoria  area  Big  Brother/ 
Big  Sister  program.  They  spon- 
sored a  Christmas  party  for  the 
children  waiting  to  be  assigned  a 
big  brother  or  sister.  This  event 
will  hopefully  become  an  annual 
philanthropy  for  Sigma  Alpha  Ep- 
silon. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the 
many  philanthropies  that  the 
Greeks  participated  in.  Every  year 
each  house  sponsored  philan- 
thropies and  did  charity  work  to 
help  persons  less  fortunate  then 
themselves.  It  showed  that  Greek 
life  was  not  all  just  parties.  The 
Greeks  at  Bradley  did  their  best  to 
help  others  and  to  raise  money  for 
worthy  foundations.

Alyssa  Fulton,  a  Freshman  at 
Bradley,  said,  "I  felt  it  was  my  way 
of  showing  support  for  the  troops 
no  matter  how  small  the  effort 
may  seem." 

The  blood  drives  proved  to  be 
very  successful  events  for  Brad- 
ley University.  The  students  came 
through  for  whatever  reason  they 
felt  they  wanted  to  donate  blood. 
Let's  hope  the  next  time  a  blood 
drive  is  sponsored  the  reasons 
will  not  be  as  urgent.  But  no 
matter  what  the  reasons  are, 
Bradley  students  are  guaranteed 
to  be  siupportive  of  the  cause.

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Bradley  Shows  Creativity 


This  year,  the  theater  depart- 
ment worked  many  long  hours 
and  days  to  produce  five  main 
stage  and  two  laboratory  perfor- 
mances. The  students  were 
granted  the  opportunity  to  not  only 
learn  from  the  teachers  and  direc- 
tors but  also  from  each  other.  This 
year  proved  to  be  very  successful 
for  the  members  of  the  theatre 
department  and  also  for  the  au- 
diences. Everyone  benefited  from 
the  productions  done  by  Bradley's 
theatre  department.  The  students 
worked  hard  but  also  had  a  lot  of 
fun. 

The  first  work  of  the  1990-91 
season  was  Something's  Afoot. 
This  musical  comedy  was  per- 
formed in  September  of  1990 
which  meant  the  students  had  to 
cut  their  summer  short  for  re- 
hearsals. This  show  was  very 
successful  and  well  worth  the  time 
put  into  it.  The  play  was  basically 
a  murder  mystery  and  dealt  with  a 
human's  tendency  to  be  self-cen- 
tered. One  by  one  the  characters 
were  killed  off  and,  of  course,  they 
were  quick  to  accuse  each  other 
but  never  themselves.  In  the  end 
no  one  was  left  and  it  showed  how 
people  should  always  be  on  guard 
and  trust  others  cautiously. 

In  October  1990  the  theatre 
produced  A  Shayna  Maidel.  The 
play  was  directed  by  Jeff 
Huberman  who  was  a  professor 


at  Bradley.  The  play  dealt  with  the 
survivors  of  the  Holocaust.  The 
plot  revolved  around  a  young  girl 
named  Lucia  and  the  struggles 
she  went  through  trying  to  save 
her  family  and  herself  during  the 
Holocaust.  It  ended  happily  and 
was  also  a  very  successful  perfor- 
mance. 

Hansel  and  Gretal  vs.  the 
Swamp  Witch  was  a  children's 
show  performed  in  November  of 
1990.  Melissa  Both  was  the  stu- 
dent director  for  the  performance. 
The  play  was  set  in  the  swamp- 
lands of  the  Louisiana  Bayou.  The 
one  hour  children's  musical  por- 
trays the  adventures  of  Hansel 
Joe  and  Gretal  Lou  Kettle  against 
the  mean  Swamp  Witch.  The 
children  loved  the  simple  humor 
and  the  colorful  characters  while 
the  older  members  of  the  audi- 
ence enjoyed  the  subtle  sarcasm. 
This  play  was  a  clever  and  witty 
way  of  portraying  the  traditional 
fairy  tale. 

The  theatre  department  had 
the  season  off  until  the  perfor- 
mance of  Twelfth  Night  in  March 
of  1991.  This  was  a 
Shakespearean  play  that  dealt 
with  mistaken  identities,  honor, 
and  true  love.  Some  parts  of  the 
play  were  fictitious  but  the  mes- 
sages were  very  subtle,  yet  strong.

The  play  was  very  passionate  and 
innocent.  Chris  Sumption,  who 
taught  four  theatre  classes  and 
supervised  the  division's  labora- 
tory theatre  at  Bradley,  was  the 
director. 

A  Wind  in  the  Fist  was  a 
beautiful  Russian  play  performed 
in  April  of  1 991 .  This  play  was  an 
exchange  between  the  United 
States  and  Russia.  Bradley  per- 
formed the  play  written  by  Georgii 
Gamsakhurdii  and  directed  by  his 
father  Akvsentii  Gamsakhurdii  and 
Jeff  Huberman.  In  turn,  a  play 
written  by  a  Bradley  student  was 
chosen  to  be  sent  over  and  per- 
formed by  the  Russians  over  the 
summer.  The  plot  centered 
around  a  mute  boy  and  his  day  to 
day  experiences.  There  were  four 
reality  sequences  and  four  dream 
sequences  throughout  the  per- 
formance. The  main  idea  that 
came  through  the  play  was  that 
sometimes  people  who  do  not 
speak  the  loudest  have  the  most 
to  say. 

In  addition  to  the  five  main 
stage  performances,  there  were 
two  laboratory  shows  directed  by 
theatre  students  in  advanced  di- 
recting laboratory  classes  at  Bra- 
dley. Senior,  Melissa  Moore,  di- 
rected Personalities  by  Gina 
Wendkos  and  Ellen  Ratner.  This 
production  was  deschbed  as  a 
biting  look  at  what  it  means  to  be 
a  woman  in  modern  society. 
Personalities    examined  a 


woman's  struggle  to  find  her  own 
identity  despite  what  her  mother 
expected  of  her.  The  main  char- 
acter often  talked  to  the  audience 
in  order  to  involve  them  directly  in 
the  play. 

Junior,  Chris  Baer  directed 
Largo  Desolate,  a  one-act  play 
bases  on  the  original  by  Vaclav 
Havel,  president  of  Czechoslova- 
kia. The  play  told  the  story  of  a 
dissident  writer  who  gets  in  trouble 
with  his  government  and  hides 
out  in  his  apartment.  The  writer 
was  Vaclav  Havel.  The  play  dealt 
with  censorship  and  the  problems 
that  arose  when  a  group  of  people 
put  their  trust  ion  one  man  to  lead 
them. 

The  theatre  productions  were 
very  successful  and  proved  to  be 
ajob  well  done.  Don  O'Donahue, 
a  theatre  major,  said,  "I  really  en- 
joy working  with  the  department 
here  at  Bradley.  They  produce 
very  thought  provoking  shows.  I 
am  very  glad  that  I  have  the  chance 
to  not  only  act  but  also  work  be- 
hind the  scenes.  As  a  freshman, 
I  wasn't  expecting  to  be  able  to  do 
so  much,  but  I'm  glad  I  can  be 
working  so  hard  for  the  program. 
Hopefully  it  will  continue  for  the 
next  four  years." 

Bradley  University  had  a  strong 
theatre  department  this  past  year. 
Bradley  gives  students  the  oppor- 
tunity to  start  acting  right  away 
and  the  hands  on  experience 
would  never  let  them  be  the  same 
again.

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Smithereens  Rock  Bradley 


Halloween  night  1 990  was  not 
the  typical  Wednesday  evening 
for  the  close  to  2,000  students 
who  rocked  to  the  sounds  of  the 
Smithereens.  With  the  new  ac- 
tivities fee  increase  on  effect, 
the  Activities  Council  of  Bradley 
University  was  able  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  rare  funds  and  pull 
in  larger,  more  popular  entertain- 
ment, which  the  students  then  took 
advantage  of.  Peggy  Sassorossi, 
ACBU  advisor,  said  that  the 
Smithereens'  concert  provided  a 
testing  ground  for  all  University 
programming,  to  see  how 
Bradley's  campus  would  react  to 
"talent  that  would  otherwise  be 
cost  prohibitive."  Thankfully,  the 
event  was  a  success,  bringing  in 
the  largest  turnout  for  live  enter- 
tainment Bradley  has  seen  in 
many  years,  and  assuring  the 
same  level  of  entertainment  will 
be  returning  to  the  campus  soon. 

A  great  deal  of  work  went  into 
bringing  the  4  man  band  which 
played  in  Bradley's  fieldhouse  for 
close  to  2  hours.  The  more  than 
100  volunteers  for  the  project  al- 
lowed for  a  smoother  and  more 
organized  show,  and,  because 
fewer  professionals  were  hired,  it 
enabled  ticket  prices  to  remain 
amazingly  low.  According  to 
Peggy  Sassorossi,  volunteers  did 
everything  from  promotion  to  se- 
curity, and  even  ran  out  at  the  last 
minute  to  get  pumpkins  to  add  to 


the  Halloween  atmosphere. 
Sassorossi  believed  it  was  time 
for  someone  to  give  the  students 
what  they  were  asking  for,  "top 
name  performers  who  they  don't 
have  to  travel  to  Chicago  to  see." 
She  said  she  envisions  a  campus 
programming  that  will  bring  four 
or  five  high  quality  events  each 
year,  and  added  that  plans  were 
underway  to  bring  in  a  top  name 
comedian  in  the  future.  She  also 
said  that  because  promoters  now 
know  that  Bradley  is  ready  and 
able  to  provide  the  costs  for  top 
entertainment,  students  should  be 
looking  forward  to  in  the  future. 

Wendy  fvlennozi,  a  student  who 
attended  the  concert,  commented 
that  "the  concert  really  brought  a 
lot  of  different  types  of  students 
together"  and  she  is  "really  anx- 
ious to  see  more!"  Kathy  Taylor, 
ACBU's  "Mainstage"  coordinator, 
said  that  the  concert  was  a  real 
success  and  went  "exceptionally 
well."  According  to  Taylor,  further 
programs  funded  by  SERF  and 
resembling  the  same  size  turnout 
as  the  Smithereens  should  run 
smoother  because  they  now  have 
a  better  idea  of  what  is  involved 
and  expected  from  such  a  big 
production.  Whatever  the  case, 
Bradley's  campus  broke  the  mold 
in  1990  and  everyone  should  be 
anxiously  awaiting  to  see  what 
will  come  next!

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Music  is  for  Everyone 


To  say  that  Bradley's  Music 
Department  offered  a  few  things 
for  students  to  do  in  1 990-91  would 
be  a  gross  understatement.  The 
fact  was,  there  were  dozens  of 
music  opportunities  for  majors  and 
non-majors  alike.  To  begin  with, 
the  Symphonic  Winds  split  into 
both  the  Winds  and  the  Symphonic 
Band.  There  was  little  difference 
between  the  two  other  than  the 
Winds  had  50  members,  while  the 
Band  had  80.  Rehearsals  were 
held  right  after  one  another  so 
some  individuals  chose  to  take 
part  in  both  groups.  Anyone  could 
be  in  these  organizations,  but 
auditions  were  needed  for  place- 
ment. The  Chorale,  Women's 
Choir  and  Community  Chorus 
were  also  available  for  vocal  stu- 
dents, again  auditions  were  used 
for  placement. 

Bradley  also  had  a  Jazz  En- 
semble, Full  Wind  Ensemble  and 
String  Ensemble  available  to 
students  who  wanted  to  special- 
ize a  little.  The  Concerto/Aria 
Competition  was  held  in  the  areas 
of  piano,  instrumental  and  vocal 
and  the  winners  were  Fred  Kaizer 
in  vocals,  Jana  LaHood  on  piano, 
and  Kjersti  Nostbaken  on  violin. 
Smaller  groups  such  as  the  Brass 
Quintet  and  Woodwind  Quintet 
also  existed  for  instrumental  mu- 
sicians and  Madrigal  Singers  and 
Collegium  Musicum  existed  for 
those  in  vocals.  No  music  activity 
at  Bradley  required  a  major  in 


music.  Students  could  choose  to 
be  in  the  Peoria  Symphony,  the 
Basketball  Band,  take  private 
lessons  on  any  instrument  or  even 
give  a  recital  -  which  music  majors 
were  required  to  do. 

A  Band  and  Chorale  Council 
was  organized  to  provide  social 
activities  to  members  and  ban- 
quets to  honor  seniors.

Qverall,  music  partici- 
pants at  Bradley  agreed  that  be- 
ing involved  in  college  music 
helped  organizational  skills,  but 
more  importantly,  these  organi- 
zations provided  a  way  to  meet 
new  people  and  have  fun. 

Bradley  also  offered  two  Honor 
Bands  and  a  choir  for  high  school 
juniors  and  seniors.  Qn  another 
community  level,  the  Chorale 
toured  Washington,  D.C.  over 
Spring  Break  and  the  Band  toured 
area  high  schools.  The  Music 
Department  had  recitals  and  so- 
cial activities  held  by  their  pro- 
fessional fraternity  Phi  Mu  Alpha 
Sinfonia  and  their  sorority,  Sigma 
Alpha  lota.  Most  people  joined 
music  organizations  because  they 
enjoyed  their  music  experiences 
in  high  school.  Some  participated 
to  fulfill  long  time  dreams  of 
learning  an  instrument.  But  either 
way,  the  Music  Department  con- 
tinued to  grow  this  year  both  in 
majors  and  non-majors.

What  was  there  to  do  on  a 
week  night  that  had  not  been  done 
so  many  times  before?  Over  200 
students  found  the  remedy  forthe 
late  night  Bradley  blues  by  at- 
tending comedy  afterhours.  The 
program  was  fairly  new  for  the 
Activities  Council  of  Bradley  Uni- 
versity, but  the  idea,  and  atten- 
dance, really  took  off. 

According  to  Special  Events 
coordinator,  Brian  Upham,  the 
comedians,  who  were  featured 
the  second  Thursday  of  each 
month,  drew  a  large  crowd  of 
loyal  enthusiasts  each  time  they 
were  offered,  Upham  believed 
there  were  two  important  reasons 
for  the  excellent  attendance;  the 
shows  provided  a  great  study 
break,  and  admittance  to  the 
programs  was  free.  "How  can 
you  beat  that?"  asked  Upham, 
referring  to  the  level  of  talent 
brought  in  compared  to  the  cost  to 
the  students.

It  was  not  easy  to  pack  up  and 
leave  behind  the  comforts  of 
home,  only  to  arrive  at  a  strange 
place  and  a  barren  room,  fully 
equipped  with  a  strange,  new 
roommate. 

The  transition  from  home  to 
college  was  easier  for  some,  but 
was  still  accompanied  by  doubts 
and  fears.  Many  of  the  students 
at  Bradley  came  from  various  parts 
of  Illinois,  especially  suburbs  of 
Chicago.  Bradley  traditionally 
boasts  a  large  number  of  students 
from  states  surrounding  Illinois  as 
was  as  across  the  country.  Most 
impressive,  perhaps,  is  Bradley's 
worldwide  appeal,  displayed  by  to 
vanety  of  international  students 
attending  the  university.  It  is  for 
them  that  the  transition  from  home 
to  Bradley  is  most  difficult. 

For  most,  it  is  difficult  to  un- 
derstand why  someone  would 
travel  halfway  around  the  world  to 
go  to  school.  This  is  probably 
something  the  international  stu- 
dents themselves  struggled  with 
before  ultimately  making  the  de- 
cision to  come  to  Bradley.  For 
instance,  the  length  of  travel  time 
and  great  expense  prohibits  many 
of  them  form  going  home  for  the 
usual  fall,  winter,  and  spring 
breaks.  For  some,  even  the 
summer  must  be  spent  away  from 
home.  TomokoArikawa,  a  second 
semester  freshman  from  Japan, 
said  of  leaving  hercountry  to  come 
to  Bradley  "It  was  hard.  It's  still 
hard,  but  it  gets  easier  because 
I'm  busy  and  have  met  so  many 
new  people.  I  thought  by  coming 


to  America,  I  would  be  an  Ameri- 
can, but  I  am  Japanese."  When 
asked  if  she  missed  her  family, 
she  replied  "A  little,  but  I  talk  to 
them  at  least  once  a  week."  In- 
stead of  going  home  for  the  Holi- 
days, Tomoko  spent  the  break 
with  a  fhend  in  Washington  D.C. 
and  she  was  still  unsure  whether 
or  not  she  would  make  it  home  in 
May. 

In  order  for  the  international 
students  to  make  the  transition 
from  home  to  school  easier,  Bra- 
dley provides  different  groups  and 
organizations  specifically  de- 
signed for  international  students. 
This  allows  them  to  maintain 
contact  with  members  oftheirown 
countries  and  helps  ease  their 
homesickness.  This  also  helps 
them  to  deal  with  the  expehences 
of  being  submersed  into  another 
country's  culture.  Some  examples 
are  the  Malaysian  Students  As- 
sociation, Latino  Students  Asso- 
ciation, and  the  India  Forum  of 
Bradley  University. 

Many  of  these  students  de- 
veloped such  lasting  fnendships 
and  memories  with  the  people 
here  that  they  would  not  trade  this 
expehence  for  anything  else  in 
the  world.  It  was  hard  for  them  to 
tear  up  their  roots  and  move  to  a 
completely  different  country,  and 
for  this  they  deserved  a  great  deal 
of  credit.  In  the  end,  the  experi- 
ence was  well  worth  the  struggles 
and  the  time  spent  away  form 
home.

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A  Month  of  Recognition 


For  some,  the  month  of  Febru- 
ary has  little  significance  other 
than  the  fact  that  it  is  the  shortest 
month  of  the  year.  However,  in- 
creased awareness  of  the  impor- 
tance of  February  as  Black  His- 
tory Month  was  the  goal  at  Brad- 
ley University  in  1 991 ,  and  it  was 
achieved.  In  previous  years,  the 
celebration  of  Black  History  Month 
was  not  as  successful  on  campus 
due  to  lack  of  sufficient  promotion. 
That  is  not  to  say  that  it  was  not 
meaningful  and  enjoyable  for 
those  who  participated  in  the 
various  activities.  In  1 991 ,  though, 
the  variety  and  number  of  events 
and  promotional  efforts  suc- 
ceeded in  opening  the  celebration 
to  more  students,  especially  those 
who  were  not  black. 

The  schedule  of  events  for 
Black  History  Month  '91  ranged 
from  lectures  held  by  prominent 
black  figures  to  simply  posting  a 
poem  written  by  a  black  author. 
Many  of  the  activities  were  orga- 
nized by  various  groups  on  cam- 
pus. For  example,  Delta  Sigma 
Theta  sponsored  a  diner  in  honor 
of  Nikki  Giovanni,  a  poet  and  civil 
rights  activist.  Among  the 
speakers  who  visited  Bradley  were 
Ron  Daniels,  the  former  Executive 
Director  of  the  National  Rainbow 
Coalition,  and  Donald  Woods, 
whose  lecture  was  entitled  "Cry 
Freedom:  South  Africa  Revisited." 
The  appearances  of  these  and 
other  speakers  were  made  pos- 
sible through  the  efforts  of  the 
Black  Student  Alliance. 

On  a  smaller  scale  but  of  equal 
importance,  certain  individuals 
also  made  a  personal  effort  to 
promote  Black  History  Month. 
Among  these  were  Charlotte  Tay- 
lor, Angle  Winters,  and  Michelle 
Robinson,  resident  advisors  in 
Heitz  Hall.  Their  personal  contri- 
butions consisted  of  the  creation 


of  the  "Black  History  Month  Wall" 
on  their  respective  floors.  The 
walls  displayed  pictures,  poems, 
and  speeches  of  important  black 
figures.  On  many  occasions, 
students  would  stop  to  read  the 
posted  literature  and  often  learned 
something  new.  Jennifer  Stone, 
a  freshman  from  Heitz  Hall,  re- 
marked "After  reading  the 
speeches,  I  thought  about  how 
much  I  didn't  know  about  Black 
History,  which  made  me  want  to 
read  more."  Thus,  in  addition  to 
the  larger  forums,  the  smaller 
contributions  inspired  learning 
experiences  as  well. 

Although  recognition  of  Black 
History  Month  on  campus  has 
increased  over  the  years, 
Bradley's  organizations  are  still 
hoping  to  improve  student  par- 
ticipation. Attendance  at  some  of 
the  lectures  was  rather  low,  ac- 
cording to  Charlotte  Taylor,  resi- 
dent advisor  and  member  of  the 
Zeta  Phi  Beta  sorority.  She  said 
this  was  due  to  "low  promotion 
and  general  apathy  among  some 
of  the  students.  The  main  goal  of 
Black  History  month  is  awareness 
throughout  the  campus,  not  just 
among  the  black  students.  We 
need  to  realize  Black  History  is 
important,  even  though  it's  not  in 
the  history  books." 

The  future  of  Black  History 
Month  on  Bradley's  campus  is 
bright,  with  continual  improve- 
ments over  previous  years  and 
the  creation  of  new  activities. 
Among  these  is  a  type  of 
gameshow  in  which  various  teams 
will  compete  by  answering  ques- 
tions about  Black  History.  Also 
planned  for  next  year  is  a  docu- 
mentary film  on  Malcolm  X  and  a 
Black  History  exhibit  that  will  be 
open  to  Bradley  students  and  fac- 
ulty, as  well  as  the  public.

The  Reserve  Officer  Training 
Corps,  or  more  commonly  ROTC, 
has  been  an  active  program  at 
Bradley  University  since  1977.  In 
1 990  the  future  of  Bradley's  ROTC 
program  looked  shaky.  Due  to 
decreased  participation  and  Na- 
tional Defense  cuts,  there  were 
rumors  of  ending  the  program  on 
campus.  Bradley  petitioned  to  be 
reinstated  and  were  able  to  escape 
termination.  According  to  Ed 
McEwen,  freshman  ROTC  stu- 
dent, "Capt.  Rojeck,  Col. 
Whitehead,  and  Gen.  Hansel  had 
a  lot  to  do  with  keeping  the  pro- 
gram at  Bradley." 

ROTC  students  were  involved 
in  many  activities  during  the  year. 
They  were  required  to  take  at  least 
one  military  science  class  each 
semester.  Personal  Training,  or 
P.T.,  was  taken  three  times  a 
week.  Every  Tuesday  morning 
lab  was  scheduled.  Here  students 
practiced  drills,  ceremonies,  and 


other  basic  army  skills.  Once 
duhng  the  semester  Field  Train- 
ing Exercise  was  held.  This  activity 
lasted  an  entire  weekend  and  was 
usually  held  in  an  Army  National 
Training  Area  in  Marsailles. 

ROTC  kept  students  very  busy 
throughout  the  semester,  but  the 
rewards  were  worth  the  time  spent. 
Scholarships  were  offered  to  some 
ROTC  members,  but  financial 
assistance  was  not  the  top  reason 
for  joining  ROTC.  Instead,  expe- 
rience seemed  the  most  important. 
Jim  Cotter  felt  that  ROTC  "helps 
as  far  as  leadership  and  I  wanted 
to  serve  my  country.  You  know 
you  will  have  a  job  when  you  get 
out."  The  experience  ROTC  of- 
fered was  very  beneficial  in  all 
aspects. 

ROTC  was  a  positive  tradition 
that  offered  a  lot  to  students. 
Hopefully  it  would  continue  to  be 
offered  at  Bradley  University.

Kappa  had  the  highest  overall 
grade  point  averages,  both  with  a 
3.02.  Sigma Nu, with a2.93 placed 
second  for  fraternities  and  Pi  beta 
Phi  with  a  2.91  was  second  for 
sororities.  Third  place  for  frater- 
nities was  a  tie  between  delta 
Upsilon  and  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
with  a  2.82  and  Alpha  Chi  Omega 
was  third  for  sororities  with  a  2.89. 

Also  at  Grand  Chapter  was  Dr. 
Alan  Galsky.  Galsky  addresses 
the  Greeks  on  leadership,  aca- 
demics and  Greek  life.  He  told 
them  that  it  was  their  job  to  be  the 
leaders  of  tomorrow.  While 


Galsky  said  that  Greek  life  was  a 
good  place  to  socialize  he  re- 
minded them  that  it  was  also  a 
good  place  to  acquire  leadership 
skills  and  a  place  to  receive  aca- 
demic assistance.

During  the  1990-1991  aca- 
demic year,  Bradley  University's 
Graduate  School  had  a  total  en- 
rollment of  869,  the  largest 
graduate  class  this  campus  has 
ever  had. 

Judith  Cole,  Graduate  Pro- 
grams Admissions  Coordinator, 
attributes  the  increase  Graduate 
School  enrollment  to  a  number  of 
factors,  "Additional  marketing  on 
the  part  of  the  university,  good 
faculty,  changes  in  the  industrial 
workplace  and  the  current 
economy  all  have  played  an  im- 
portant role  in  the  recent  growth  of 
the  Graduate  School." 

The  1990-1991  Bradley  Uni- 
versity Graduate  School  catalog 
describes  eligibility  for  the  gradu- 
ate school  thusly:  "Graduate  study 
is  open  to  any  student  who  holds 
at  least  a  bachelor's  degree  from 
an  accredited  college  or  university 
and  to  certain  qualified  Bradley 


seniors." 

The  admission  process  begins 
with  the  taking  of  a  standardized 
test,  much  like  the  SAT  or  ACT 
that  undergraduates  took  in  high 
school.  These  exams  test  an 
aspiring  graduate  students  abili- 
ties in  his/her  given  field.  When 
entrance  exam  scores  are  re- 
ceived, the  individual  completes 
an  application  for  admission  and 
sends  it  to  the  university  along 
with  a  transcript,  recommenda- 
tions and  entrance  exam  scores. 

Bradley  has  seen  more  and 
more  students  with  bachelor's 
degrees  obtained  at  Bradley 
continuing  their  education  with  the 
Graduate  School  here  on  campus. 
The  Graduate  School  has  also 
seen  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
international  students  applying  to 
graduate  study  programs. 

There  is  a  popular  belief  that  a 
master's  degree  will  earn  an  indi-

vidual  a  higherstarting  salary  than 
a  bachelor's  degree.  While  this  is 
not  always  the  case,  studies  have 
shown  that  a  person  with  a 
master's  degree  earns  five  to  six 
thousand  dollars  more  than  the 
average  individual. 

Higher  salaries  are  not  the  only 
motivation  for  attending  Gradu- 
ate School.  Some  jobs  require 
advanced  education  and  in  very 
competitive  fields,  sometimes  the 
master's  degree  makes  the  dif- 
ference in  who  is  hired  for  a  po- 
sition.

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Co-op  Experience  Pays  Off  For  Students 


If  you  were  given  the  chance  to 
clarify  your  job  goals  before 
graduation,  gain  career-related 
experience,  earn  an  income  which 
you  could  apply  to  the  cost  of  your 
education  and  gain  greater  self- 
confidence,  would  you  take  ad- 
vantage of  it?  These  are  just 
some  of  the  many  aspects  that 
make  the  Cooperative  Education 
Program  so  appealing  to  Bradley 
students. 

The  Center  for  Career  Devel- 
opment hosts  the  Co-op  program 
which  has  been  in  operation  at 
Bradley  for  more  than  25  years. 
It's  longevity  can  be  accredited  to 
the  many  advantages  that  have 
been  recognized  by  students  and 
employers  throughout  the  years. 
It  has  been  found  that  Bradley 
graduates  who  have  Co-op  work 
experience  typically  have  a  higher 
placement  rate  and  receive  higher 
starting  salaries  than  students 
without  Co-op  experience.  Col- 
lectively, the  over  300  participants 
in  the  program  for  the  1 989/1 990 
school  year  earned  $1,290,745. 
Many  students  are  often  given 


full-time  employment  after  gradu- 
ation with  their  Co-op  employer. 
Other  participants  benefit  by 
having  knowledge  of  how  they 
can  contact  other  employers  to 
get  a  job  more  suitable  for  their 
skills  or  interests. 

The  eligibility  requirements  for 
the  Co-op  program  are  very  simple 
to  meet.  Your  transcript  must 
reflect  that  you  have  a  G.P.A.  of 
2.5  or  better.  You  also  must  be  a 
student  of  sophomore  standing 
before  you  can  start  working  for  a 
Co-op  employer. 

After  a  student  has  met  the 
eligibility  requirements,  a  series 
of  steps  must  be  taken  which  will 
help  familiarize  the  individual  with 
the  Co-op  program.  During  the 
first  few  days  of  each  semester, 
informational  meetings  are  held 
to  explain  how  the  Co-op  program 
work.  Students  are  informed  on 
how  to  prepare  a  personal  data 
sheet  which  will  reflect  their  in- 
terests and  help  them  to  select  a 
job.  A  job  board  and  a  library 
which  contains  job  and  employer 
descriptions  located  in  the  Center 


for  Career  Development  helps 
students  to  narrow  down  their 
selections  of  perspective  careers 
and  employers.  Students  are 
assigned  a  representative  from 
their  college  who  will  aid  the  stu- 
dent in  finalizing  their  selections. 
The  representative  then  sets  up 
an  interview  with  those  employ- 
ers and  after  the  interview  the 
student  chooses  the  employers 
who  best  suits  their  needs.  The 
student  may,  if  they  are  satisfied 
with  the  their  job  and  employer, 
stay  with  the  company  until  or 
even  after  graduation. 

There  are  two  methods  a  stu- 
dent can  choose  from  to  balance 
Co-op  and  school.  A  popular  op- 
tion is  to  attend  school  full  time 
and  work  between  1 0  to  20  hours 
a  week  at  a  local  business.  This 
option  is  known  as  the  Parallel 
Education  Program.  Some  84% 
of  the  employers  hire  Co-op  stu- 
dents from  Illinois,  53%  of  which 
are  from  the  Peoria  area.  Those 
students  who  wish  to  be  employed 
by  one  of  the  1 6%  of  employers 
outside  the  state  of  Illinois  choose 


to  attend  school  for  a  full  semes- 
ter and  work  for  a  full  semester. 
This  option  will  delay  graduation 
by  a  year  in  order  to  make  up  for 
the  semesters  away  from  school. 

Students  who  have  participated 
in  the  Co-op  program  are  glad 
they  did.  Senior  Caley  LaRue 
stated,  "The  experience  I  gained 
through  Co-op  gave  me  a  much 
better  understanding  of  how  the 
real  business  world  operated."

When  students  say  they  need 
to  get  away  from  school  for  awhile, 
some  mean  getting  away  to  an- 
other country.  Students  look  for 
different  things  when  they  study 
abroad-some  fortheir  roots,  some 
for  intellectual  challenge,  but  all 
are  looking  for  a  new  experience. 
Learning  about  the  world  and 
oneself  through  the  eyes  of  an- 
other culture  is  vital  in  the  global 
village  we  are  becoming  today. 
President  Martin  Abegg  and  Pro- 
vost Kalman  Goldberg  believe 
internationalization  is  an  important 
emphasis  in  self-education  and 
accreditation  for  a  university. 
Bradley  is  offering  students  a 
chance  to  experience  campus 
globalization  by  providing  oppor- 
tunities for  every  major  to  study 
abroad  either  in  the  summer  or 
during  the  school  year. 

Due  to  the  commitment  of  cen- 
tral administration  to  their  belief  in 
the  quality  of  an  international  ex- 
perience as  part  of  a  well-rounded 


education,  changes  evolved  rap- 
idly. Students  may  now  choose 
from  1 5  programs  directly  associ- 
ated with  Bradley.  The  12  credit 
hour  European  Summer  Semes- 
ter in  general  education,  elective 
and  professional  courses  took  85 
students  and  1 2  faculty  members 
to  travel  and  study  in  England, 
Belgium,  Germany,  Austria, 
France  and  Switzerland  this  year. 

Institutional  and  programs  that 
are  also  approved  for  "Bradley 
Directed"  Study  Abroad  include 
University  of  Wanwick,  University 
of  Leicester  (Leicester,  UK),  Uni- 
versities of  Vienna,  Paris, 
Granada,  Copenhagen  Univer- 
sity, The  Netherlands  School  of 
Business  and  The  Hebrew  Uni- 
versity of  Jerusalem,  to  name  a 
few. 

Dr.  Elmo  Roach  has  been  the 
coordinator  for  the  summer  study 
abroad  for  over  twenty  years  and 
is  now  coordinating  all  study 
abroad  programs  affiliated  with 


Bradley.  He  is  pleased  that  the 
programs  have  grown  in  popular- 
ity and  hopes  for  as  many  as  1 00- 
200  students  participating  in  the 
near  future.  Currently,  he  is  work- 
ing on  variation  programs  for  the 
summer,  interim  and  spring  break. 
Some  possibilities  are  Spring 
Break  in  Russia,  Environmental 
Studies  in  Jamaica  and  tapping 
into  the  Pacific  Realm  like  Japan. 

Upon  speaking  with  Dr.  Roach 
about  studying  abroad  he  gave 
me  a  pamphlet  that  summarizes 
why  he  and  Bradley  encourage 
students  to  study  abroad.  It 
clenched  my  decision  to  go 
abroad.  Having  had  a  campus 
globalization  experience  (Trinity 
College,  Wales  1990)  I  can  hon- 
estly guarantee  the  truth  of  these 
words:  "Study  Abroad  can 
broaden  your  horizons  and 
deepen  your  cultural  sophistica- 
tion. It  can  foster  maturity  and 
self-confidence  mixed  with  worldly 
experience.

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Telephone  Registration:  Friend  or  Foe? 


"Welcome  to  Bradley 
University's  phone  registration 
system..."  This  computerized 
voice  becomes  very  popular  (or 
unpopular)  during  April  and  No- 
vember -  the  two  months  when 
not  only  do  you  have  to  worry 
about  your  current  classes,  but 
you  also  have  to  worry  about  next 
semester's  classes.  Although 
Bradley's  system  for  registration 
is  designed  to  make  signing  up  for 
classes  easier,  many  students 
have  come  across  problems. 

One  problem  is  that  it  is  difficult 
to  get  into  the  system  at  the  ap- 
pointed registration  time.  "I  think 
itwould  be  much  easierto  register 
is  there  were  more  lines  open," 
said  Gloria  Garcia,  a  junior  in- 
dustrial engineering  major. 
Communications  major  Edwin 
Chamorro  agrees.  "If  more  lines 
can't  be  added,  there  should  be 
an  extra  number  to  call."  Fresh- 
man Freddie  Estrada  said  that  the 
computers  in  the  dorms  should  be 
connected  with  the  registration 
system  so  more  people  could 
register  at  one  time.  These  stu- 
dents, as  well  as  many  others, 
have  encountered  frustration  af- 


ter reaching  a  busy  signal  time 
after  time. 

After  getting  into  the  system, 
the  next  problem  is  getting  into 
the  right  classes.  This  seems  to 
be  especially  difficult  for  Com- 
munications and  English  majors. 

Sophomore  communications 
major  Shana  Berzin  said  she  has 
had  a  hard  time  getting  into 
classes.  "It's  difficult  because 
space  is  limited  and  you  have  to 
have  more  credit  hours  than 
anyone  else  to  get  into  a  class." 
Berzin,  though,  doesn't  think  that 
a  different  registration  system 
would  make  getting  into  her 
classes  any  easier. 

Sophomore  Music/Business 
major  Steve  Sugihara  says  that 
he  has  a  problem  with  reserved 
classes.  "Some  of  my  classes 
can  be  registered  for  over  the 
phone,  but  I  also  have  to  talk  to 
professors  for  reserve  cards  for 
the  others."  He  said  that  there  is 
a  risk  in  getting  classes  because  if 
he  doesn't  get  into  the  reserved 
classes,  he  has  to  register  for 
other  classes  that  may  already  be 
closed. 

Junior  Sally  Bartnicki  is  con- 


cerned about  dropping  and  add- 
ing classes  through  the  system.  "I 
think  the  registrar's  office  should 
send  confirmations  of  classes 
dropped  or  added  so  we  know  for 
sure  that  it  went  through  the  sys- 
tem correctly."  Bartnicki  says  that 
she  knows  of  instances  when 
people  have  dropped  classes  by 
phone  by  the  deadline  and  the 
class  still  shows  up  on  the  bill. 

Except  for  these  problems, 
most  students  are  happy  with  the 
system.  Junior  Maria  Hopgood 
and  sophomore  Greg  Uyematsu 
haven't  had  any  problems  with 
phone  registration  and  they  both 
say  the  system  is  much  better 
than  standing  in  line  for  hours,  the 
practice  some  universities  use  for 
registration. 

Senior  English  major  Erica 
Olson  transferred  from  Illinois 
Wesleyan,  where  registration  was 
done  through  advisors.  The  stu- 
dents gave  their  advisors  a  list  of 
classes  needed  and  alternate 
choices.  Olson  said  that  she  likes 
phone  registration  because  she 
can  register  on  her  own  and  knows 
immediately  what  classes  she  will 
have. 


Some  students  believe  the  system  could 
be  improved  by  linking  the  residence  hall 
computer  system  to  the  telephone  regis- 
tration system.

Changes  in  societies,  cultures 
and  global  changes  have  created 
new  and  different  career  oppor- 
tunities. Education  has  become 
more  accessible  in  the  last  decade 
as  will.  With  educational  oppor- 
tunities available,  individuals  may 
choose  to  concentrate  on  a  dis- 
cipline in  order  to  earn  a  degree  to 
follow  a  career  path.

There  are  as 
many  reasons  as  there  are  stu- 
dents which  makes  it  almost  im- 
possible for  the  administration  to 
keep  accurate  statistics  on  fifth 


year  students. 

Some  student  choose  to  par- 
ticipate in  co-operative  education 
programs  or  Internships.  Work 
loads  from  part  time  jobs  or  from 
excessive  classload  due  to  a 
double  major  or  adding  a  minor  or 
special  course  work  may  be  re- 
quired. This  is  especially  true  of 
education  majors  who  have 
teaching  requirements  to  fulfill. 
Some  students  drop  courses  if 
they  are  getting  a  grade  that  is 
lower  that  they  feel  they  are  ca- 
pable of  earning.  Dropping 
courses  continuously  will  obvi- 
ously prolong  degree  completion. 
Transfer  students  sometimes  lose 
credits  extending  their  time  in  the 
university.  Susan  Anderson, 
Registrar  for  Bradley  University, 
says,  "The  norm  is  changing  na- 
tionally so  we  need  to  change  the 
way  we  think.  Not  just  about  the 
social  and  educational  implica- 
tions of  the  extra  time,  but  finan- 
cial assistance  is  affected  also." 


According  to  Anderson,  the 
amount  of  financial  aid  a  student 
receives  affects  whether  a  student 
is  able  to  stay  an  extra  year  or  two. 
State  aid  is  different  from  private 
aid,  therefore,  financial  aid  does 
affect  a  student's  decision  to 
prolong  their  graduation  date. 

Amy  Baehler,  a  senior  Engi- 
neering major,  will  spend  a  fifth 
year  at  Bradley  because  she  has 
participated  in  a  co-operative 
education  program  plus  is  earning 
a  business  minor  in  addition  to 
extra-curricularorganizationsand 
activities.  Baehler  says  aca- 
demically, the  fifth  year  is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  complete  the  co- 
op and  classroom  hours  required, 
but  socially  there  are  problems  of 
housing,  especially  if  someone 
only  stays  an  extra  semester. 
Most  of  her  friends  are  graduating 
on  time  as  well. 

A  general  consensus  of  fifth 
and  sixth  year  seniors  seems  to 
be  that  the  extra  time  spent 


completing  their  degree  is  well 
worth  the  extra  time.  Everyone 
moves  at  a  different  pace,  along 
with  having  different  goals.  A 
university  degree  means  different 
things  to  different  students.  De- 
pending on  the  ambitions  of  the 
students  the  time  spent  complet- 
ing a  degree  will  vary.

The  Bradley  soccer  team  be- 
gan this  season  with  high  hopes. 
They  had  new  uniforms,  a  new 
home  field  and  a  new  coach. 
Coach  Jerry  Crabtree  felt  that  the 
Braves  finished  strong  with  a 
record  of  5-15. 

The  Braves  began  their  season 
with  a  1-3  record.  Losses  included 
Southwest  Missouri,  Northern  Illi- 
nois and  Quincy  College.  A  score 
of  2-1  brought  the  team  their  first 
victory  against  Illinois-Chicago. 
The  next  week  brought  about  two 
more  losses  against  Butler  and 
Western  Illinois.

The  Bradley  Lady  Braves  im- 
proved their  season  record  to  1 3- 
11  during  the  1991  season. 
Coached  by  Barb  Nicoll,  the  Lady 
Braves  placed  sixth  in  the  Gate- 
way Conference. 

The  Lady  Braves  started  off 
the  season  on  the  wrong  foot, 
losing  to  both  Ohio  State  and 
Western  Illinois  at  home.  Their 
luck  changed  quickly  and  the  team 
defeated  University  of  Illinois- 
Chicago  (8-1),  Phncipia  College 
(9-0),  and  Indiana  State  University 
(5-4).  Against  Chicago,  Bradley 
won  all  three  doubles  matches 
and  five  of  the  six  singles  matches.

The  team  traveled  to  Orlando, 
Florida  for  Spring  Break.  There, 
the  Lady  Braves  practiced  and 
played  in  important  meets.

(9-0)andDePaul(5-4).  The  team 
was  defeated  by  Northern  Illinois 
(2-7).

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Prelude  to  War:  The  Persian  Gulf  Story 


The  Gulf  War  was  evoked  be- 
cause of  Iraq's  invasion  of  Kuwait. 
The  invasion  of  Kuwait  was  the 
culmination  of  many  factors.  In 
July  of  1990,  Iraq  began  to  ac- 
cuse Kuwait  and  the  United  Arab 
Emirates  of  working  with  the  United 
States  in  an  effort  to  drive  down 
the  price  of  oil  by  over  production. 
The  low  oil  price  would  hurt  Iraqi 
profits  from  the  sale  of  oil.  These 
profits  were  needed  to  help  rebuild 
the  Iraqi  economy  that  was  still 
suffering  from  the  eighty  million 
dollar  debt  incurred  from  the  re- 
cently ended  war  with  Iran  (1 980- 
1988). 

On  August  2,1 990,  Iraqi  troops 
and  tanks  stormed  into  Kuwait, 
and  seized  control  of  this  Arab 
nation.  The  Emir  of  Kuwait  was 


force  to  flee  to  Saudi  Arabia, 
while  Saddam  Hussein  set  up  a 
"Interim  free  government".  The 
invasion  of  Kuwait  prompted 
president  Bush  to  immediately 
order  American  military  troops 
to  the  Persian  Gulf  on  August  6, 
1990.  The  presence  of  the 
United  States  forces  was  to  deter 
the  invasion  of  Saudi  Arabia  by 
Iraq. 

President  Bush  called  to- 
gether a  large  international  alli- 
ance against  Iraq.  Included  in 
this  alliance  were  the  United 
States,  the  Soviet  Union,  Great 
Britain,  France,  and  many  other 
European  nations  and  many 
Arab  states.  On  Augusts,  1990, 
the  United  Nations  passsed  a 
resolution  which  authorized  a 


trade  and  financial  embargo  against 
Iraq.  The  United  Nations  also  set  a 
date  of  January  1 5, 1 991 ,  as  the  day 
on  which  total  withdrawal  of  Iraqi 
troops  from  Kuwait  was  expected. 
Bush  increased  the  American  forces 
in  Saudi  Arabia  to  help  enforce  the 
United  Nation's  resolution. 

While  stationed  in  the  Persian 
Gulf  the  troops  prepared  for  the 
possibility  of  war  with  Iraq.  On 
January  16,1991,  the  troops  were 
called  into  action-the  War  in  the 
Gulf  had  begun.  This  call  to  action 
came  less  than  twenty  four  hours 
after  the  United  Nations  deadline 
for  withdrawal  from  Kuwait  was  not 
met  by  Iraq.

"The  liberation  of  Kuwait  has 
begun."  These  words,  spoken  on 
January  16,  1991,  marked  the 
beginning  of  Operation  Desert 
Storm  and  the  war  against  Iraq. 
The  United  States'  action  against 
Iraq  was  initiated  by  Saddam 
Hussein's  invasion  of  Kuwait  in 
August,  1990,  and  fighting  began 
after  Hussein  ignored  the  U.N. 
January  15th  deadline  for  with- 
drawal from  Kuwait. 

The  reaction  to  the  Gulf  War 
was  mixed  on  Bradley's  campus. 
The  war  inspired  many  peace  ral- 
lies which  were  often  turned  into 
pro-war  demonstrations  by  sup- 
porters of  the  United  States'  ac- 
tion in  the  Persian  Gulf.  The  war 
also  inspired  a  wave  of  patriotism. 
Flags  and  yellow  ribbons  were 
displayed  in  many  dorm  rooms, 
on  cars,  and  on  t-shirts.  Letters 
and  banners  were  sent  to  the 
troops,  who  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  United  States  were 


made  up  of  both  men  and  women. 

For  some  Bradley  students  it 
took  a  while  for  the  reality  of  war  to 
set  in.  Freshman  Sandy  Murawski 
said,  "At  first  I  felt  like  the  war  was 
so  far  away  and  so  insignificant. 
As  I  learned  of  more  and  more 
friends  from  home  going  to  fight  in 
the  Gulf,  I  began  to  follow  things 
more  closely.  It  became  a  lot 
more  importantto  me  atthat  point." 

Many  Bradley  students  sup- 
ported the  U.S.  decision  to  go  to 
war  with  Iraq.  "I  supported  the 
war, "  Said  freshman  Melani  Miller, 
"If  we  didn't  take  Hussein  down 
when  we  had  the  chance,  his 
power  would  have  snowballed." 
Freshman  Rod  Kmetz  agreed  and 
said,  "I  gave  all  my  support  to  the 
war  because  I  believe  the  U.S. 
needed  to  protect  the  h  u  man  rig  hts 
of  the  Kuwaiti  citizens." 

Not  all  Bradley  students  sup- 
ported the  action  in  the  Gulf,  how- 
ever. Nathan  Schneider,  a  mem- 


ber of  the  Progressive  Student 
Alliance,  was  strongly  opposed  to 
the  war  and  said,  "Estimates  o1 
civilian  casualties  in  Iraq  and  Ku- 
wait range  from  50,000  to  150,000. 
Why  did  these  people  have  tc 
die?  For  our  oil  thirsty  cars,  oil 
maybe  it  was  just  time  for  oui 
government  to  give  us  a  new  en- 
emy to  hate  and  discriminate 
against." 

No  matter  how  students  fell 
about  the  decision  to  fight  in  the 
Persian  Gulf,  they  all  agreed  or 
one  thing:  the  need  to  support  the 
troops.  Freshman  Anne  Terr^ 
said,  "I  don't  think  we  should  have 
been  there,  but  we  needed  to  shov. 
the  troops  we  cared." 

The  war  itself  is  over,  but  it; 
legacy  remains,  and  it  is  hard  tc 
predict  what  the  future  will  bring  ir 
the  Persian  Gulf  now  that  the  ac 
tually  fighting  of  the  war  is  over.

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Together  Again:  Germany  Reunited 


November  9, 1 989,  was  a  day 
of  history  making,  not  only  did  the 
Berlin  wall  come  down  but  it  also 
marked  the  start  of  the 
reunification  of  Germany.  Fol- 
owing  World  War  II,  as  we  all 
<now,  Germany  was  split  into 
ast  and  West  Germany.  This 
split  took  place  over  forty-five 
/ears  ago,  but  is  no  longer  going 
to  exist.  As  of  October  3,  1990, 
East  and  West  Germany  have 
eunified  and  are  now  to  be  called 
he  Federal  Republic  of  Germany. 
This  name  may  seem  familiar 
Decause  it  was  the  name  of  former 
i/Vest  Germany.  The  "new"  Ger- 
many took  this  name  because  of 
he  terms  of  the  reunification 
reaty.  The  treaty  stated  that  all 
East  German  territory  was  to  be 


absorbed  into  West  Germany. 

West  German  Chancellor  Hel- 
met Kohl  became  the  chancellor 
of  all  of  Germany  on  October 
2,1990.  In  accepting  his  new 
position  Chancellor  Kohl  re- 
marked, "The  Germans  have 
learned  from  history.  We  are  a 
peace-loving,  freedom-loving 
people."  The  second  of  October 
also  marked  the  end  of  Lothar  de 
Maiziere's  leadership  of  East 
Germany  as  their  Premier.  He 
remarked  about  the  end  of  the 
German  Democratic 
Republic  (East  Germany)  as  "a 
farewell  without  tears." 

This  feeling  was  characteristic 
of  many  of  the  citizens  of  Ger- 
many. In  fact  celebrations  were 
held  throughout  the  country  to 


rejoice  about  the  reunification. 
The  largest  celebration  was  held 
in  Berlin,  where  around  one  mil- 
lion people  gathered  to  welcome 
in  the  new  Germany.  At  this  cel- 
ebration German  President  Rich- 
ard von  Weizsaecker  spoke  to 
those  assembled,  "We  want  to 
achieve  the  unity  in  freedom  of 
Germany...  We  want  to  serve 
peace  in  the  world  in  a  united 
Europe." 

Germany  has  just  begun  the 
unification  process,  and  only  time 
will  tell  what  Germany  will  be  like 
in  the  future,  for  the  road  to  total 
unification  is  long  and  bumpy.  In 
the  end,  the  struggles  will  be  worth 
the  hard  work  because,  Germany 
will  be  a  whole  nation  once  again.

Margaret  Thatcher,  Britain's 
fifth  longest  serving  Prime  Minis- 
ter announced  on  November  22, 
1990,  that  she  was  resigning  her 
post.  Her  surprise  resignation 
came  two  days  following  the 
Conservative  Party  elections  in 
which  she  was  not  reelected 
leader  of  the  party.  Her  position  of 
Conservative  Party  leader  was 
given  to  former  cabinet  minister 
Michael  Heseltine. 

The  leader  of  the  opposition 
Labour  Party  said  in  reaction  to 
Margaret  Thatcher's  resignation 
that  the  resignation  of  the  Prime 
Minister  was  "good,  very,  very, 
good  indeed."  While  Patty 
Ashdown  the  Liberal  Democratic 
leader  remarked  that  Thatcher's 
departure  marked,  "the  end  of  an 


era."  In  the  United  States,  Presi- 
dent Bush  honored  Prime  Minis- 
ter Thatcher  by  saying,  she  was  a 
"staunch  friendly  ally...  a  woman 
of  principle." 

The  resignation  of  Margaret 
Thatcher  ends  an  active  political 
career.  Ms.  Thatcher's  career  as 
Prime  Minister  began  in  May  of 
1979,  and  lasted  for  over  eleven 
years.  During  her  sit  in  office 
Margaret  Thatcher  advocated  a 
free  market  economy.  This  was 
to  help  end  the  socialism  of  the 
Labour  Party  government  in  con- 
trol before  she  took  office.  She 
helped  reduce  Britain's  tax  rate 
and  won  legislation  to  curb  the 
power  of  the  unions.  In  1984-85, 
she  helped  Great  Britain  withstand 
a  coal  strike. 


In  foreign  affairs,  Margaret 
Thatcher  helped  gain  a  British 
victory  in  the  Falklands  War  in 
1982.  As  an  ally  of  the  United 
States  she  aided  in  the  air  strike 
against  Libya  which  took  place  in 
1986.  And  one  of  her  final  foreign 
acts  was  to  double  the  British 
forces  in  the  Persian  Gulf. 

John  Major  on  November 
28,1990,  became  the  new  Prime 
Minister  of  Great  Britain.  Major 
was  previously  Margaret 
Thatcher's  chancellor  of  the  ex- 
chequer. He  had  won  the  race  for 
the  Conservative  Party  leadership 
on  the  27  of  November  and  was 
sworn  in  as  Prime  Minister  the 
next  day.  This  begins  a  new  era  in 
British  history.

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Crackdown  In  The  Soviet  Union 


There  was  world  wide  criticism 
of  the  crackdown  in  Lithuanian 
and  Latvia,  by  Soviet  "black  be- 
rets". This  crackdown  lead  to  the 
march  of  thousands  of  Muscovites 
on  the  Kremlin.  As  they  marched 
the  Muscovites  chanted  "Hands 
off  Lithuania!"  and  "Dictatorship 
shall  not  pass!"  As  a  result  of  the 
crackdown  Mikhail  Gorbachev 
ordered  a  thorough  investigation 
of  the  attacks  that  killed  seventeen 
people.  Gorbachev  planned  to 
reassure  the  West  that  the  Soviet 
Union  was  not  reverting  back  to 
totalitarianism. 

The  crackdown  came  as  a  re- 


sult of  a  long  simmering  crisis  in 
the  Baltic  region.  On  January  13, 
1 991 ,  Soviet  troops  stormed  into 
Lithuania's  broadcasting  center 
and  killed  thirteen  people.  The 
following  week  the  Soviet  "black 
beret"  troops  attacked  Latvia's 
Interior  Ministry,  where  four  people 
were  killed. 

When  the  authorities  cracked 
down  on  the  independence 
movements  in  Lithuanian  and 
Latvia  they  followed  a  strict  game 
plan.  First  a  "committee  for  social 
salvation,"  which  was  a  cover  for 
the  Communist  Party,  stated  that 
they  were  disbanding  the  elected 


government.  This  was  then  fol- 
lowed by  an  attack  by  the  "black 
berets". 

Reports  said  that  Gorbachev 
denied  responsibility  for  the  at- 
tacks in  Lithuanian  and  Latvia, 
although  he  did  give  permission 
to  use  force  if  the  "black  berets" 
could  not  establishes  order  in  the 
region. 

Soviet  progressives  said  that 
pressure  from  the  West  may  be 
the  only  way  to  make  Gorbachev 
return  to  his  former  liberalism.

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And  the  Census  Says?:  249,632,692 


The  Census  Bureau  released 
their  1990  report  on  December 
26,1990.  The  census  count  found 
that  249,632,692  people  lived 
within  the  United  States.  This  in  a 
growth  of  ten  point  two  percent 
over  the  population  reported  in 
1980,  however  this  was  below  the 
estimated  253.4  million  population 
count. 

The  largest  growth  took  place 
in  the  western  states  where  that 
regions  population  grew  by 
twenty-two  percent.  The  south- 
ern states  followed  with  a  growth 
of  thirteen  and  a  half  percent. 
Northeast  states  grew  by  three 
point  four  percent  and  the  Midwest 
showed  the  least  increase  in 
population  with  only  a  one  point 
three  percent  growth.  The  big 
increases  came  from  Ne- 


vada(50.7%),  Alaska(37.4%), 
Arizona(35.3%),  and 
Florida(33,4%). 

Not  all  states  gained  in  popu- 
lation. Among  the  states  that 
decreased  in  population  were 
lowa(-4.3%).  North  Dakota(- 
1.7%),  West  Virginia(-7.6%), 
Wyoming(-2.9%),  and  the  District 
ofColumbia(-4.5%).  Although  the 
District  of  Columbian  lost  popu- 
lation, it's  current  population  is 
larger  that  the  states  of  Vermont, 
Alaska,  and  Wyoming. 

With  the  change  in  population 
distribution,  nineteen  congres- 
sional seats  were  gained  and  lost. 
Of  the  gainers,  California  received 
seven  more  congressional  seats 
which  brought  its  total  to  52  (12% 
of  all  house  seats).  Other  states 
which  House  seats  were  gained 


were  Florida(4),  Texas(3),  Ari- 
zona(1),  Georgia(l),  North  Caro- 
lina(1 ),  Virginia(1 ),  and  Washing- 
ton(1). 

The  largest  loser  was  New  York 
who  lost  three  congressional 
seats.  Illinois, Michigan, Ohioand 
Pennsylvania  lost  two  seats  each, 
while  the  losers  of  one  seat  in- 
cluded Iowa,  Kansas,  Kentucky, 
Louisiana,  Massachusetts,  Mon- 
tana, New  Jersey  and  West  Vir- 
ginia. 

In  the  states  in  which  congres- 
sional seat  were  won  and  lost,  the 
state  legislatures  will  be  redis- 
tricting  their  congressional  dis- 
tricts. The  effects  of  the  redis- 
tricting  will  be  seen  shortly  in 
elections.

Marion  Barry,  Washington 
D.C.'s  mayor,  was  sentenced  to  a 
six  month  prison  term  on  October 

126,1990.  He  was  convicted  on  a 
misdemeanorcocaine  possession 
charge.  Thejury  was  notabieto 
reach  a  verdict  on  twelve  other 
counts  brought  against  Barry.  His 
lawyers  immediately  appealed  the 
decision.  Barry  was  released  later 
that  day  on  his  own  recognizance 
until  the  appeal  process  was  fin- 
ished. 

Barry  was  also  fined  five 
thousand  dollars  plusconfinement 


cost  by  the  District  Court  Judge, 
Thomas  Penfield- Jackson.  Judge 
Jackson  also  placed  mayor  Barry 
on  one  year  probation  which  is  to 
be  served  after  Barry's  term  in 
prison.  The  sentence  that  Barry 
received  was  unusual  for  a  mis- 
demeanor, but  according  to  Judge 
Jackson  the  sentence  was  justi- 
fied because  of  Barry's  "breach  of 
public  trust." 

Before  sentencing,  Barry's 
lawyers  asked  for  a  new  trial.  They 
based  their  reasons  for  the  new 
trial  on  the  fact  that  the  jurors 


were  influenced  by  federal  mar- 
shals who  had  spoken  to  some 
jurors  prior  to  deliberations.  The 
retrial  request  was  seen  as  an 
attempt  to  delay  sentencing  until 
after  November  6,  because  Barry 
was  attempting  to  run  for  Wash- 
ington D.C.  city  council.  This 
petion  was  withdrawn  because  of 
treats  by  federal  authorities  to  retry 
Barry  on  the  twelve  counts  that 
ended  in  mistrial.

During  the  year  the  country's 
"Golden  State"  became  the 
"Brown  State"  because  of  the  low 
precipitation  the  state  had  been 
receiving.  The  rate  of  precipitation 
was  seventy-five  percent  below 
the  normal.  The  drought  was 
entering  the  fifth  year  and  the  rich 
farmlands  were  beginning  to  feel 
the  consequences.  Agricultural 
analysts  predicted  that  the  years 
harvest  looked  unpromising.  The 
drought  left  1.5  million  acres 
unfarmed  and  losses  of  nearly 
$700  million  from  layoffs.  Bob 
Vice,  president  of  the  California 
Farm  Bureau ,  commented  that  the 
farmers  "can't  raise  crops  unless 


they  have  tools,  and  water  is  the 
most  important  tool." 

The  months  of  December 
through  March  was  generally  the 
period  of  high  precipitation  but 
from  October  1  to  February  only 
five  inches  of  rain  fell.  This  is 
compared  to  the  twenty-eight 
inches  that  California  usually  re- 
ceives during  that  period. 

The  effects  of  California's 
drought  were  soon  felt  throughout 
the  United  States.  Supermarkets 
increased  prices  for  fruits  and 
vegetables.  This  increase  was 
because  of  the  reliance  the  United 
States  had  on  California's  agri- 
cultural products.  For  instance, 


California  produces  ninety  per 
cent  of  the  broccoli,  apricots 
grapes,  nectarines,  and  almonds 
the  U.S.  consumes. 

No  one  can  tell  when  the 
drought  will  end  but  some  meteo 
rologists  have  speculated  tha 
California  may  be  going  through  £ 
climatic  change,  while  others  re 
fer  back  to  history  and  cite  the 
numerous  periods  of  drough 
California  has  suffered  through  ir 
the  centuries.  But  whatever  the 
cause  of  the  drought  many  Cali 
fornia  farmers  and  citizens  are 
still  hoping  that  a  relief  from  the 
drought  will  come  soon.

The  Day  the  Earth  Shook-  Or  Maybe  Not 


December  3,  1990  was  to  be 
the  day  an  earthquake  shook  the 
Midwest.  It  was  predicted  that  the 
New  Madrid  fault  would  create  an 
earthquake  at  4:56  PM  on  the 
third,  and  was  to  measure  7.8  on 
the  Richter  scale.  These  pre- 
dictions were  based  on  numerol- 

Iogy  1234567890.  The  12/3/90 
gave  the  date  of  the  earthquake, 
4:56  set  the  time  of  quake  and  7.8 
gave  the  intensity.  Even  though 
the  earthquake  was  predicted 
based  on  flimsy  evidence,  many 
people  believed  a  earthquake 
would  take  place. 

As  the  days,  counted  down  to 
December,  people  began  to  pre- 
pare for  a  possible  disaster,  while 
others  tempted  fate.  On  Bradley's 


campus  many  halls,  like  Heitz  hall, 
held  informational  meeting,  to  help 
calm  the  nerves  of  those  fright- 
ened residents.  These  meeting 
gave  instructions  to  the  residents 
on  the  proper  procedures  to  follow 
in  case  an  earthquake  did  take 
place. 

While  some  prepared  for  the 
worst,  others  tried  to  tempt  fate  by 
traveling  to  New  Madrid  and  ex- 
perience the  earthquake  from  the 
epicenter.  These  earthquake 
chasers  were  disappointed  when 
December  3,  came  around  and 
there  was  no  great  trembling  to 
the  earth. 

The  earthquake  was  a  major 
news  story  in  the  Midwest  be- 
cause of  a  history  of  destructive 


earthquakes  originating  from  the 
New  Madrid  fault.  In  the  eighteen 
hundreds  three  earthquakes 
shook  the  Midwest  in  a  period  of  a 
few  days.  The  strength  of  these 
earthquakes  was  strong  enough 
to  reverse  the  flow  of  the  Missis- 
sippi River  return  it  to  normal  flow, 
and  move  the  river  west  and  out  of 
its  original  channel. 

Even  though  the  earthquake 
did  not  occur  on  December  3, 
1990,  The  scare  aided  Midwest- 
erners.  It  made  them  aware  of  the 
effects  of  an  earthquake  and  what 
to  do  if  one  should  occur.  It  also 
reminded  them  of  the  forces  that 
can  be  exerted  by  the  New  Madrid 
fault.
